Swine Brucellosis Discussed 


By ROBERT H. ANDERSON 
Assistant Farm Advisor 

Brucellosis may sometimes ex- 
ist in a swine herd without the 
owner’s knowledge. Ocassionally 
a bred sow, bought from what 
appears to be a clean herd, can 
spread the disease from herd to 
herd. 

Unfortunately, there are no re- 
liable symptoms to detect burcel- 
losis. The most common symp- 
tom is absortion, or the birth of 
stillborn or weak pigs. However, 
not all abortions are caused by 
brucellosis. Lameness and stiff- 
ness may. also accompany the di-

Keep all newly pur- 
chased breeding stock, even if it 
appears to be healthy, away from 
the rest of the herd until they 
‘have had two negative blood tests 
for brucellosis. 

If infected animals are found 
in the herd, isolate them. If they 
have had abortions, clean and 
dininfect the houses with a three 
| per cent compound cresol (U.S.P.) 
lor two per cent lye solution. 
| Sanitary measures within the 
herd and care against introduc- 
ing the disease are the most satis- 
factory methods of control. Vac- 
cines have not been very succes- 
sful against swine brucellosis.

Cottonseed Loan Program Explained 


Cottonseed loans will be made ;the 1949 cottonseed crop at 90% 
through the Commodity Credit | of parity based on the August 1 
Corporation to support price of| parity price of $55 per ton, with 

_—_——_———— |loans to be made at the rate of 
$49.50 per ton on clean, safely 
stored cottonseed having a mois- 
ture content of 10 per cent or less, 
according to information released 
by the Production and Marketing 
administration of the United 
States department of agriculture. 

Nonrecourse loans, secured by 
chattel mortgages on the seed, 
will be made to farmers on cotton- 
seed stored in structures on or off 
the farm. 


The loans will be made through 
December 31, 1949, payable on de- 
mand, and will mature not later 
than April 30, 1950. 

In addition, the program will 
be implemented by loans to farm- 
ers up to 85 per cent of the cost 
of acquiring or construction farm 
storage facilities for cottonseed. 
Loans on storage facilities will be 
made fora period not to exceed 
five years and will bear 4 per 
cent interest per annum. (These 
farm storage loan provisions are 
comparable with those available 
for producers of grain and some 
other crops.) 

Cottonseed loan applications 
will be made by farmers at the 
county agricultural conservation 
committee office. The farmer may 
bring a sample to the county of- 
fice at time of application. If the 
sample indicates the cottonseed 
is eligible, or if the county com- 
mittee determines that such pre- 
liminary sample is not a 
a representative of the county 
committee will visit the storage 
structure, draw a representative | 
sample and determine the quanti- 
ty. Only a determination of mois- 
ture content and visual inspection 
will be prerequisite to a loan. 

The producer, may receive his 
money on a loan at the county of- | 
fice or through a local lending 
agency. 

If the producer does not repay 
his loan on or before maturity, 
he must deliver the mortgaged 
cottonseed to CCC. After a com-

The following communication 
from the Committee Against Suc- 
cess Dam has been received by 
The Farm Tribune, 

EDITOR, FARM TRIBUNE: 
Dear Sir: 


In the release from the U.S. 


shed without delay, melons are ac- 
tually on their way to the eastern 
Market in a matter of only a few 
hours after they leave the field. 
“Know How” 

Considerable effort and “know 
how” goes into the production of 
a crop of melons. Ground must 
be prepared, often involving level- 
ing, since new soil usually brings 
the best crops. The field is dusted 
when the small plants come up, 
vines are thinned and fertilized, 
probably at that time another 
dusting is necessary and as the 
vines grow, they must be “turn- 
ed” to leave a clear space be- 
tween rows for cultivation and 
irrigation. 

The crop is cultivated from 
four to five times during the 


-Srowing season and dusted per- 


haps a half dozen times, depend- 
ing upon seasonal pest problems. 


Irrigation, of course, continues 
throughout the growing season. 
Rotation 2 


About three successive years of 
melon production is usually suf- 
ficient for a given piece of land, 
makigg a crop rotation program 
necessary in melon growing. Ni- 
trogen, phosphorus and potash are 
used as fertilizers. 

To harvest the crop, a crew 
moves through the field, picking 
the ripe melons and placing them 
in the center of the open irriga- 
tion and cultivation area. A sec- 
ond crew picks up the melons, 
places them in a back sack and 
dumps them into a truck that 
Moves through the field with the 
second crew. 

Long Experience 

Twenty years of experience lies 
behind the Merritt melon deal, 
Mr. Merritt having engaged in 
melon growing in Imperial val- 
ley, Kern county, the Sacramento 
valley and in Colorado. 

Advantage of the Tulare county 
deal is that for a period of a 
month or six weeks during the 
summer, only county melons are 
on the market. Production is usu- 
ally good in the county, however, 
this year, Mr. Merritt reports 
that the crop is light and that 
insect pests have been worse than 
usual. 

Dust Storms 

He believes that dust storms of 
the summer have been a contribu- 
ting factor in both the crop de- 
crease and the pest increase. 

Mr. Merritt handles the gener- 
al supervision of the melon deal.

-|QUESTIONS WORK OF ENGINEERS 


Army Engnieers, in The Farm Tri- 
bune of August 12, about the new | 
work being done at the site of 
the proposed Success Dam, it was 
stated that all three of tae new 
shafts now being dug ‘‘will con- 
tinue into solid rock.” 

I would like to point out that 
two years ago the Engineers spent 
several months sinking a shaft 
within 100 paces of where two of 
the new shafts are being dug. 
This shaft went down to 150 feet, 
where it ran into a loose, water- 
bearing gravel—so loose that a 2- 
inch pipe was shoved down into 
it for 20 feet, by hand. 

Work on this shaft, which, ac- 
cording to the engineers in charge 
was to have gone to bedrock, was 
promptly discontinued. No at- 
tempt was made to ‘continue in- 
to solid rock’, A few days later, 
on orders from the Sacramento 
office of the engineers, the bot- 
tom of the shaft was filled with 
cement. Nothing further has been 
done on it. Not once in its entire 
depth was “solid rock’’ found; 
nothing but clay, sand and gravel, 
and a few small boulders. 

The new shafts being put down 
on the same bench will have to 
go a lot deeper than the 25 feet 
mentioned in the release, if they 
are “continued into solid rock.” 
Three other shallow shafts have 
been dug on this same bench dur- 
ing the years the engineers have 
been “exploring’’ the site of the 
proposed dam. None went into 
“solid rock.”

Federation Fruit and Vegetable 
Marketing committee. 

At these meetings, Mr. McLain 
pointed out that the problem has 
many ramifications and that a 
solution cannot come from local 
action. Feeling of persons attend- 
ing the meetings was, however, 
that results can be attained by 
action, started on a local level, 
that extends to valley, state and 
national levels. 

Mr. Rainwater says that the 
county chamber has ‘‘no ax to 
grind’ with any specific group— 
that wholesalers and retailers are 
entitled to a profit on the goods 
they sell. Problem is one of more 
efficient marketing; more effic- 
ient handling of farm produce, 
and possibly one of related items 
such a taxes and freight rates. 

No definite plan of action has 
been mapped by the county cham- 
ber as yet, however, Mr. Rain- 
water states that one step will 
likely be to offer chamber cooper- 
ation to farm organizations that 
are already working on the pro- 
blem. 

At the same time, the county 
chamber is promoting a program 
aimed at increasing consumption 
of locally produced farm commodi- 
ties in local areas. This program, 
is also being promoted on a val- 
ley-wide basis.
